An average score of 92.33 was 
placed upon the 77 exhibits of butter 
shown in the April scoring recently 
held at the College of Agriculture of 
the University of Wisconsin at Madi- 
son. The judges reported that a 
navor of tainted cream was noticed 
both in March and in April. As 
usual, the samples of butter made at 
creameries where only whole milk is 
received were scored much higher 
than those made at creameries where 
both milk and cream or cream alone 
is received. Prof. C. E. Lee, in 
charge of the scoring exhibitions, 
states that many buttermakers have 
not been delivering as good butter 
to the markets as they.send in for 
the scoring. In many’ eases, a special 
churning is made for the scoring ex- 
hibition and often the man who makes 
the highest score at the college de- 
liveres comparatively poor butter to 
the markets. This should be remedied 
by exercising proper care and by us- 
ing the same method in making all 
of the butter a sare used in making 
the small samples.
